Blot on the Community 
T^H ERE are 500 or more human beings in 
the 217 housing units at Penn Village. Of 
these, some 300 are children; many neglected 
by the world. 
Do these persons live in a wasteland? Arc 
they too remove from the community to he 
a part of it? 
No, they are in embers of the com­ 
munity, and Pottstown should let them 
know they are. 
They’re 
not 
entirely neglected. 
They 
have a baseball diamond there, and the boys 
once had a baseball team. But nothing’s been 
done about organized recreation. 
There's a basketball court, too. Boys up 
to age 20 toss around the ball, all op their 
own. But there’s no organized play. 
There 'was a pre-school pro-gram there 
a few years ago. This was a forerunner 
of the Federal headstart progam. It was 
organized 
by 
Havard 
Fosnocht, 
then 
superintendent 
of 
Pottstown 
schools, 
and paid for by the Ford Foundation. 
Pottstown was fortunate in having such 
a program. Only three other communities— 
Erie, Harrisburg and Chester-participated 
In this early headstart. Party children, 
years old and up, got pre - kindergaten in­ 
duction. 
There’s no such program there now. 


Now a few altruistic. dedicated citizens 
of their own accord go to Penn Village to 
assure some of the people they still are part 
of the com munity. Dr.. Alice E„ Sheppard 
tells stories and reads books to the little kids. 
Mrs. Earl Owens, representing the leaders* 
club of the YWCA, has sewing and home- 
making classes. 
Mrs. Birdie 
Edmunds, a 
Penn Village resident, supervises the few 
books that are called a library. Others have 
volunteered. 
But is there any community directed 
activities? 
None.

William 
Pharoah, 
Pottstown 
recreation 
director, says nothing is done in this direc­ 
tion. The West End school, he points out, 
makes available play ground equipment. But 
there are no play leaders. 
Not a cent of the taxpayers’ money 
ts used to make these isolated people 
feel they are part of Pottstown, that 
Mm? •« * wmmémé, Tkmrm is no cultural 
direction; there is no attempt at organ­ 
ized play to keep the children off the 
streets. 
Isn't Penn Village part of the commu­ 
nity? 
« t • 
What, for instance, might be done for the 
aged, the old folks 
who face 
the drear 
prospeets daily of looking only at four w alls? 
T here la no social activity for them ; no 
lectures, no movies, no story telling. 
Aren't 
they members of the 
com­ 
munity—eveH though stashed 
away in 
Penn Village? 
Their abandonment is a human dis­ 
grace. 
The Montgomery Board of Assistance 
sent a trained social worker here to aid these 
persons. That, w as in January. 
Even this 
service has ended because no local leaders 
were found to continue it.

So what's to be done? The Mercury has a 
feeling volunteers

liveable would come forward if a duly recog­ 
nized authority would assume leadership.

To Ignore Cancer 
Dear Helen: 
I read “Fighter’s” letter re­ 
lative to cancer and want to 
«ay, “More power to you!” Let 
me tell you. my experience. 
I was admitted to the prac­ 
tice of law in New York state 
in 1926, and was quite success­ 
ful. In December. 1961, I flew- 
to Philadelphia with friends to 
attend the Army-Navy game. 
I drank, smoked and cheered 
too much — tl was a three- 
pack-»-day smoker). Next day 
I was hoarse. When the hoarse­ 
ness continued for two weeks, 
I consulted my doctor, and, 
after many weeks of testing, he 
told me 1 had an active can­ 
cer of the larynx. 
To cure it, my vocal cords 
must he removed, and with 
them would go my voice. 
Forever afterwards 1 would 
breathe through a hole in 


my neck. And I was a 
lawyer! 
I was operated on the day 
after my 58th birthday and 
awakened completely mute. I 
could not speak, laugh, cry, 
snore or make any sound what­ 
soever. 
After convalescence. I learned 
of the Speech Rehabilitation 
center in New York City, where 
esophageal speech is taught. 
There are such centers in many 
cities: they can be located 
through the American Cancer 
society. 
I attended the center five or 
six hours a day for three 
months and by that time I could 
make sounds and was on my 
way to speech again. By the 
end of the year, I could speak, 
not clearly or well, but I could 
make myself understood. 
I didn't miss a day at the 


office! Today, five years 
later, I speak fluently, al­ 
though I sound tike a fog' 
horn with a cold. So what? 
The point is, most people 
think there is nothing wrong 
with me except laryngitis. 
Again, I agree with fighter. 
Only the very stupid refuse to 
acknowledge cancer. I am alive 
today only because I did, 
Any laryngectomee can learn 
to speak, It isn’t easy but it’s 
possible. Best of all, if the vic­ 
tim has no money, the Ameri­ 
can Cancer society will arrange 
free lessons. 
Helen, I am no do-gooder. I 
detest the type. 
When I was 
speechless and in the depth of 
despair, however, I did resolve 
to seek every way I could to 
help cancer patients. 
Hence 
this letter. 
Won't you please ask all your 
readers to write their local 
chapter of the Cancer society 
and request that a copy of 
“Cancer’s Seven Danger Sig­ 
nal” be mailed to them? It tells 
how? to recognize the symptoms 
and how cancer can be cured. 
It's free, no one will even call 
on you and you won’t be asked 
for contribution.—G. G.

Mao Leadership Claims US Might 


Start War to Crush Revolution 
TOKYO ( AP) — The Mao Tse 
tung leadership charged that the 
United States “ might possibly 
start war” against Communist 
China to crush Mao’s cultural 
revolution purge. 
The accusation in an editorial 
in the People’s Daily followed 
orders from Mao to the military 
to take over the faltering drive 
against his enemies- There were 
signs the 
military might 
be 
moving to take the place of Red 
Guards in the ranks of his fol­ 
lowers. 
A Chinese language Peking 
Radio broadcast, monitored in 
Tokyo, reported 
the 
People's 
Daily 
editorial 
accusing 
the 
i United States. The editorial was 
signed by "Feng Lei,” a name 
not previously used. 
"The United States might pos­ 
sibly start a w ar against the 
¡Chinese 
people to 
crush the 
great proletarian cultural revo­ 
lution which has strategic sig­ 
nificance in the great struggle 
between the revolutionary pow­ 
ers and antirevolutionary pow­ 
ers of the world,” the editorial 
'said. 
“ The United 
States also is 
supporting a handful of persons 
of China who are following the 
capitalist road,” it added. 
The editorial said: “ The 700,- 
000.000 people of China have 
completed every preparation, so 
U.S. imperialism will be de­ 
stroyed if it dares to commit 
military adventures.” 
On Saturday, the Communist 
Chinese theoretical journal Red 
Flag, 
obviously 
speaking 
for, 
Mao, said the arm y should take 
part “from top to bottom” in 
organizations Mao hopes to use 


to oust President Liu Saho-chi. 
“ This should be done in facto­ 
ries and the rural areas, in the 
financial trading, cultural and 
educational 
departments, 
in 
party and government organiza­ 
tions and in people’s organiza­ 
tions,” the journal said. 
Japanese newsmen in Peking 
reported two developments pos­ 
sibly in line with these instruc­ 
tions. 
The correspondent of the To­ 
kyo daily Asahi reported from 
Peking that the Peking Daily, 
organ of the Peking municipal 
Communist party, had been put 
under arm y control. 
Wall .posters in the Chinese 
capital 
announced 
'the 
army 
seizure. 
The Asahi correspondent said 
the Peking Daily had been pub­ 
lished by 
Red Guards of the 
Peking Aviation Institute since 
Mao launched his purge cam ­ 
paign last year. 
In another dispatch, the Pek­ 
ing correspondent of the Tokyo 
newspaper 
Mainichi 
said 
ob­ 
servers felt the liberation army 
would take -over the cultural 
revolution role of le d Guard 
students ordered back to class­ 
es. 
J a p a nese corre sponde nts re - 
ported that the Communist p ar­ 
ty Central Committee on Satur­ 
day ordered Red Guard univer­

SAIGON CAP) — Enemy ex­ 
plosives—m ortar shells or rock­ 
ets — ripped at the Da Nang 
airbase early Wednesday for the 
second time in little more than 
two weeks.

IS BODY massage an accept- 
td form of medical treatment? 
For centuries It has been 
known that massage can be 
beneficial physically .and 'psy­ 
chologically. There are four va 
netles of massage which Include 
rubbing, stroking, slapping and 
kneading. 
The greatest 
ad v an tag e of 
massage is that 
it Increases the 
b l o o d circula­ 
tion, r e l a x e s 
muscles and in­ 
creases the gen­ 
eral tone of the 
; b o d y . Profes­ 
sional 
athletes 
a re enthusiastic 
about massage to loosen tight 
or strained muscles. Patients 
who are confined to bed need 
massage to keep up the muscle 
tension so that the muscles will 
not become atrophied by disuse. 
Many people benefit by mas­ 
sage because of the general 
feeling of relaxation that ac­ 
companies ft. In the hands of 
well trained and licensed people 
there can be many advantages 
to this form of passive exercise. 
A note of warning must be 
Introduced. Massage Is an im­ 
portant technique as an addi­ 
tional form of medical therapy. 
The choice, for patients who 
are ill, should be made by their 
physician. Too active or too 
strenuous massage can be harm­ 
ful to the muscles and to the 
joints if It is performed by any­ 
one other than those specifically 
trained In Its use. 
• • • 
What can cause pain In the 
heel without any other signs or 
symptoms of illness? 
In most instances, pain In the 
heel is a result of pounding the 
hard floor and pavements, es­ 
pecially by those unaccustomed 
to walking. Badly fitting shoes 
may be responsible. 
Occasionally, a bony spur can 
be felt or seen by X-ray ex­ 
amination of the foot. Tumors, 
buisitis, gout and arthritis can 
also produce a painful heel. Be­ 
fore any form of treatment is 
undertaken a complete exam­ 
ination by an orthopedist, a 


bone specialist, Is imperative. 
Protective foam rubber pads, 
heat and rest are very bene­ 
ficial. Hot soaks can help re­ 
duce 'the discomfort. If gout or 
arthritis are found to be the 
reason for the pain in the heel 
treatment must be directed to 
these conditions. 
An important piece of advice 
about a painful heel is that 
treatment should be started 
early rather than delay ft with 
the thought that It may go 
away of its own accord.
